Exhausting the Forests.

Gifford Pinchot, chief forester of 
the federal] agricultura] department is, 
undoubtedly, the most accomplished 
mractical authority on the subjects of 
forest preservation and deforestation 
in the country. It was of Pinchot 
that Enos Mills, forestry expert, said 


‘the United States, when it came to 


on his recent visit to Atlanta, that 
he was “one of the greatest men in 


reconciling the practical needs of the 
rresent, as relate to forestry, with 
the vision of the future.” 

Warning America that its policy of 
destruction would precipitate a tim- 
ber, famine within a comparatively 
few years, Mr. Pinchot recently ex- 
pressed himself as follows to a con- 
vention of the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers: 


At the present date of consumption 
the trees now standing could supply 
timber for twenty years. There have 
already been set aside in the west 
165,000,0.v acres of forest lands pro- 
tected by the government. 

But this represents only one-fifth 
of the timber the people of this 
nation own, added the speaker: and 
steps to protect all such property 
from the rapid destruction now in 
progress cannot be taken too soon. 


The exhaustion of the forests and 
the consequent timber famine, is but 
one side of the problem. The other, 
and more sinister, phase is the dis- 
astrous effect on agriculture and the 
ravigability of streams, which must 
inevitably follow the depletion of the 


end itself to any save broad specu- 
lation. As quick, easy and cheap in- 
tercommunication is the greatest 
stimulator of civilization, it is not 
cifficult to forecest the day when 
the nations of the world will be 
L»ought into more intimate contact 
by the wireless telegraph. What 
eventual fruit this will bear in the 
Gssolution of boundaries, the weld- 
ing of common interests and the 
turtherance of international peace, is 
as yet open only to surmise. 

The two principal objections 
brought against the system,in its pres- 
ent status, are the possibility of the 
interception of messages under cer- 
tein conditions, and the fact that the 
transmission-waves arse affected by 
weather influences in a manner not 
yet definitely ascertained. 

Already much has been accom- 
/plish to alleviate these undesirable 
factors. With their entire removal, 
we may say of the wireless as was 
tirst said of the land _ telegraph, 
‘What wonders hath God wrought!”

Anti-Saloon League Members 
Indifferent, Says Richards, 


THEY LACK COMMON SENSE 


Declares Associate Superintendent 
J. B. Richards, of Anti-Saloon 
League, in Speaking of the 
Prohibitionisatsa—Makes 
Denial of an In- 
terview. 


Associate Superintendent J. B. Rich- 
ards, of the Anti-Saloon League, failed 
to apring his attack on Judge Andy 
Calhoun’s candidacy at the Woodward 
Avenue Baptist church last night. 

He confined hie remarks to a some- 
what lengthy history of the Antl- 
Galoon League's work in Atlanta and 
Georgia; made some startling state- 
gnents in regard to the alleged indif- 


ference:of the churcliires of Atlanta con- : 


cerning prohibition and temperance 
prior to the formation of the Anti- 
@aloon League; stated that prohibition 
in Georgia was the result of the Anti- 
Saloon League (leaving it to be in- 
ferred that the league was not the 
@utgrowth of previous prohibition sen- 
timent); and danied the correctness of 
the interview in an afternoon paper, 
which,quoted him as saying the league 
would wage a fight on Judge Andy 
Calhoun. 

He at the @ame time admitted that 
the records of all candidates for office 
would be carefully scanned; thatethe 
men who-had voted against prohibition, 
when they offered for office again 
would have to answer certain ques- 
tions. He said the Anti-Saloon League 
was not in politics, and then went on 
to say that each man who offered for 
office must first satisfy the members 
of the league concerning his attitude 
on prohibition before the league would 
support him. 

Mr. Richards predicted that if every 
man who had announced for office in 
this county made the race it was an 
assured fact’ that “wet men” would be 
elected. 

No Prohibition Yet. 


Although stating that the Anti-Saloon 
League had caused the enactment of 
the prohibition measure, Mr. Richards 
gaia-prohibition did not exist in Geor- 
gia. 

‘Many of you know this to be the 
fact, This is the reason for the per- 
petuity of the Anti-Saloon League.” 

Mr. Richards said there had been a 
wonderful falling off in prohibition 
gentiment during the past six months;

It speaks volumes for Professor Soule’, 
capacity for work and hig. ability to do 
things. Indeed, in my humble opinion, 
the state of Georgia and the agricul- 
tural college are to be congratulated 
upon the acquisition of Dr. Soule. He 
is just the man to lead in this undver- 
sity extension work of bringing the dis- 
caveriég of science to the farmers, and 
presenting them in such a way that 
they will prove of real practical value. 
This educational special has uudoutted- 
ly accomplished more to dignify the 
calling of agricukture as a science and 
raise it in the opinion of our people 
than anything which has been. done 
along this line in Georgia for many a 
year. I rejoice in the hope which it 
has brought to thousands, in the new 
resolve, for study and investigation 
which are bound to result in greater 
prosperity and happiness. 

It ‘was indeed wonderful the wey the 
people turned out to meet the train, 
their earnest attention to the speak - 
ers, the eagerness with which they 
reached for the HMterature and crowded 
through the cars, examining and asking 
questions. Thig evident thirat§ for 
knowledge was to my mind the most 
encouraging feature of the trip. 


At Powder Springs. 


It was only 8 o'clock when the «du-

Professor Reade is trying to 
build up a department of botany at the 
state university, in the broad sense of 
the word. He scorns the idea which a 
great many people seem to have, that 
botany congists only in the naming and 
cataloging of plants, and insists that 
this science embraces the whole devei- 
opmem of plant life But I digress. 
The fact is that these enthusiastic 
young scientists infect one’s blood with 
thelr own espirit of discovery and de- 
Sire for knowledge. 

Our state entomologist, C. L. Wor- 
Sham, also made a good talk on insects 
affecting frudt and vegetables. I am in- 
clined to think he will make Georgia 
an excellent man in this department. 

At Dallas Dr. Soule took charge of 
the meeting and made a direct and 
forcible talk. He @rove home with hard 
facts, the wonderful truths of what 
science had done and was doing for 
agriculture. I had been informed that 
the doctor Wag 
the -heads of his audience, and I was 
very glad to have an opportunity to 
judge him at first hand before an au- 
dience of Georgia farmers. I wish to 
say right here that the Georgia farmer 
jg no fool, He has a pretty good idea 
of men and a pretty good head for 
facts. Dr. Soule neither underestimateu 
the intelligence of his audience nor 
talked over their heads. In his hands 
the truthg of science resolved them- 
selves into established facts—-facts, the 
application of which meant hundreds of 
dollars to those who petened and made 
these facts their own. 

[I wish I had space to tell about these 
facts. of sedence in this article, but I 
shalj have to write about them another 
time. The doctor impressed upon his 
hearers the fact that the State College 
of Agriculture at Athens was anxious 
to help them, and if they would write 
to the college about any of their diffi- 
culties, he would be glad to reply to 
their letters and give them the advan- 
tage of all the scientific information 
which was stored there tn books and 
possessed by the faculty. That this in- 
formation was of real value he im- 
pressed upon them by facts. and illus- 
trationa There were fully eight hun- 
dred people at Dallas, the same earnest 
crowd of hard-working farmers. Men 
who had left their plows standing in 
the fleld when the land was in good 
condition for breaking, that they might 
cultivate their mindg during the brief 
Stop of the special, and, if possible, 
sharpen their wits for their battle with 
the soil. 

Covered Vast Territory. 


Some have criticized the train because 
of its brief stop at a place, but it has 
covered a vast territory and accom- 
plished its object by putting people to 
thinking along right. lines. Dr. Soule 
hopes to be able to follow this work up 
with a traveling agricultural school, to 


stop a week at a place, and so carry | 


on this great university agricultural ex- 
tension work. 

We were greeted at Rockmart by at 
least one thousand people. Townsfolk 
as wel; as farmers had turned out, and 
the schoo! children were in evidence, as, 
indeed, they had been at each stop. 

At Stilesboro, which we reached at 
alvout 2 o'clock, there was a dig crowd 
headed by the Stilesboro Farmers’ Club. 
Many of these people had come long 
distances, and they listened to. Dr. 
Soule’s address with the closest atten- 
tion, dnminking in every word he said. 
It was ingpiring to any speaker, and 
Dr. Soule forgot all about his headache 
and made the beat talk of the day. 

We were a little late reaching Car- 
tersville, but the brass band was out 
and fully twelve hundred citizens to 
meet us. Owing to the large crowds, 
all the speaking had to be done out of 
doors, and here at Cartersville the 
passing of the trains interfered greatly 
with the speakers; but, on the whole, 
the meeting was a success. Certainly 
the day, as a whole, was an unqualified 
Success. 

At 6 o'clock the special! pulled out for 
Atlanta, where we arrived at 8:30, On 
time to the dot. Dr. Soule and all 
who had been with the train were en- 


thusiastic in their praise of the way the 


different railroads had handled the 
They seemed to take pains in 
making schedule time, and did al! they 
could to make the trip the success It 
has been. Certainly they are due much 
credit for their part In the undertaking, 
and especially so as the train was han-

No visiting minister of the gospel 
ever received more hearty wishes 
for godspeed fro mas large a farewell 
audience than did Dr. G. Campbell 
Morgan last night at the close of the 
Bible conference in the Tabernacle. 

Frequent comments have been made 
on the crowds attending the meetings 
for the past ten days. None could come 
up with the one of last service.

No sermon was delivered, nor was 
any Bible reading done. It was a fare- 
well gathering. Every one seemed to 
have understuod, although it was not 
announced that a meeting of that kind 
would take place, for no one moved 
away until the last words of the prayer 
by Dr. Morgan were spoken. 

Given a Loving Cup. 


Dr. Morgan and his wife were present- 
ed in the opening with a silver loving 
cup, one of fine workmanship, and 
handsomely engraved. In presenting 
it Dr. Broughton stated it was given 
by the Ladies’ Aid and Missionary So- 
clety of the Tabernacle. “The only 
thing 1 can say,” stated Dr. Broughton, 
handing the cup to Dr. Moragn, “is that 
when I meet you on the other side, 
where prohibition does not—’ 

There wag continued applause, and 
Dr. Broughton continued, “I'l let you 
finish that out, doctor.” 

Dr. Morgan with some embarrass- 
ment, arose, and made the following re- 
ply: “It is very difficult to say much 
under such conditions. When 1 see Dr. 
Broughton in a month or two l will say 
a great deal more than I can now. This 
token to me is a very very precious 
one. Mrs. Morgan is here, but you 
couldn’t persuade her to come upon the 
platform.

In opening the meeting Dr. Broughton 
called the attention of those gathered 
to the fact that only $600 had been 
collected towards the $1,000 for Dr. 
Morgan’s expenses in attending the 
conference. He made a very urgent 
appeal for the additional $400. A col- 
lection was taken, and the amount was 
given. 

Dr. Broughton made a short speech. 
Among the things he said was that he 
thought the conference this year was 
the greatest of all, and it looked as if 
now there would be a Northfield created 
in Atlanta in a few years. Two years 
fromtoda y be forecasted that the new 
Tabernacle would be dedicated, and 
that the dedicatory sermon would be 
delivered by Dr. Morgan. One remark 
of the minister seemed 
humor of the audience. It was this: 
“I have not talked much during 
conference. I want a chance to say a 
few words to you good saints, for I 
won't see you again for a year. You 
look mighty fresh after your vacation 
of twelve months.” 

He then told of the great work done 
in the afternoon service, saying some 
sixty men had expressed themselves as 
wanting to live the right kind of life 
and join the church.

DEARTH OF GOOD COACHERS 
IN PRO. BASEBALL CIRCLES 


Considering the large number of pro- 
fessional basebal) players, the number 
of really gool coachers is exceedingly 
small. Much of the good coaching to 


be found does not come under the im-' 


mediate notice of the general run of 
baseball patrone. 

There is only one—Arle Latham—a 
man who weg genuinely funny, whose 
wit amused and never offended. and 
who in addition was a wideawake 
coacher. 

Yet there are compefent coachers 
who are neither loud nor facetious, good 
in the sense that they get good results 
on the base paths, quick to size up 
situations and of sound judgment. There 
aren't ag many of these as there ought 
to be, though, in proportion to the num- 
ber of players. As a fine art coach- 
ing in baseball has’ not progressed 
nearly as much as head work in pleay- 
ing or as mechanical skill. 

Latham was the most striking figure 
on the coaching lines the game has pro- 
duced. Hig antics and his quips were 
original. He was a born entertainer. 
He never became tiresome and never 
was coarse.

conspicuous man on the 
in the big leagues at 
present is Hugh Jennings, manager of 
the Detroit American League cham- 
pions. Jennings keeps his men on their | 
toes all the time. Hie ‘‘yee-ah"’ became 
a famous warcry in a season. 

In one or two cities complaint was 
made of his coaching. but a great ma- 
jority of patrons. even when raoting 
for the other team, enjoved it and re- 
garded it as fair and inoffensive, MWith 
all Jennings’ tom-foolery there was a 
great deal of gense. 

He had a knack of keeping the bat- 
ter on the qui vive wth pertinent, 
snappy. encouraging remarks, which 
were a bég departure ffem fhe cut- 
and-dried vyocalulary commog to most 
coachers. 

“That old bov’s wp there for a pur- 
pose;” “make up your mind you can hit 
amd you will.” and dozens of other 
words of advice, all original, were sung 
out by Jennings to make his men do 
their best. He was full of fun and 
energy. 

Joe Cantillon, manager of the Wash- 
ingtons, ie an extremely noisy person 
on the coaching lines. He keeps it up 
and doesn't allow has men to forget 
what they're there for, but he lacke the 
apontaneity of Jennings. 

His strident votce becomes monoton- 
ous, and as far as the unaffifiated spec- 
tdtor ig concerned, he arouses antagon- 
ism and not sympathy. He is ener- 
getic, but frequently a nuleance and his 
methods are not calculated to uplitt 
the game to any noticeable extent. 

With Cantillon upon one side of the

He is a 
cutup, is Nick, with considerable sense 
Or rowgh-and-tumble humor. 

Germany Socheeter, of the Detroite, is 
something of a clown, also, but a bit 
more subtle and artistic about it than 
Alttrock. As both of these men are sent 
up to coach a good @eal, they must 
be good coachers as well as amusing 
onea., 

Monte Cross is a character on the 
coaching lines in a quiet war. He is 
original and witty when he wants to 
be, has all he can do to keep still 
for a second at a time but holds him- 
self in restraint well and attends strict- 
ly to business most of the time. He is 
One of the few frst-class coachers. 

Clark Griffith carries most of the 
coaching load of the New York Amert- 
cans on his shoulders. Griff is a hustier 
on the coaching line. 

He has no extensive range of. talk, 
but he putg plenty of vigor into what 
he does say. He is caustic when com- 
muning indirectly with the other side 
and earnest when directing his os 
men. He is a good coacher, too.
